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The following text in Bnglish translation of a trade treaty signed 17 July 
1948 between the Czechoslovak Republic and the Soviet Occupation Zone of 
Germany is based on a German translation of the Czech original* 

Section one contains a note from the Central Office of the Czechoslovak 
Chambers of Consnerce -and Industry in Prague to its affiliates, mentioning re- 
fusal of the CSR Foreign Trade Ministry to allow them access to the lists 
accompanying the present treaty* Section two is a cover letter, transmitting 
the trade treaty, exclusive of lists, to affiliates of the Chambers of Com- 
merce and Industry. Section three contains the full text of the trade treaty 
itself* 

Lists 1 and 2, cited in the text of the trade treaty, comprising lists of 
goods to be delivered from the Soviet Zone of Germany to the CSR and from 
the CSR to the Soviet Zone of Germany, respectively, are included here under 
Appendices A and B* respectively*

The Government of the Czechoslovak Republic and., the Soviet Military Administra- 
tion (SMA) in Germany, induced by a desire to increase mutual trade relations 
between the CSR and the Soviet Occupation Zone of Germany, have concluded the 
following agreement . 


Article 1 


The Government of the CSR, during the period of validity of the agreement .gives 
its consent to the export from the CSR into the Soviet Occupation ZonelleenJaits 
many of those goods whi ch a.r'e;. cojntaijied in the lists of (List 2 of 


Poods aTecTTn the lists of allocations (List 1 of which is attached to the agree- 
ment), and the Czechoslovak Government gives its consent to the import of these 
goods. 


Both treaty partners, within three months after the signing of the treaty, will 
agree upon further lists of allocations, which will become parts of this agree- 
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Article 2 

The lists of goods, in accordance with Article 1 of t he agreement , can be al- 
tered and supplemented by common consent of the treaty partners*

The mutual deliveries of goods in accordanoe with Article 1 of this agreement 
will be carried out on the basis of agreements between Czechoslovak firms, or- 
ganizations, and persons who have been authorized by the Ministry of Foreign 
Trade of the CSR, and organizations and firms of the Soviet Occupation Zone of 
Germany, who have been authorized by the Administration for Foreign Trade of the 
SMA, Germany* Both treaty partners guarantee the conclusion of these agreements 
by the end of October 1948, 

Article 4 


Prices of the goods, as well as al 
laid down in .this treaty, will be 
eluded according to Article 3 of this treaty 

Article 5 


If not otherwise specified in the agreements concluded in accordance with Article 3 
of this treaty, these goods will be delivered as follows: 

From the Soviet Occupation Zone of Germany to the CSR, f.o*b, to the 
CSR-German frontier or. f *o*b* a German. Elbe port; 

From the CSR to the Soviet Zone of. Germany, f.o.b. the CSR-German 
frontier or f.o.b, a Czechoslovak Elbe port* 

Both treaty partners will assist each other in procurement of railroad transporta- 
tion facilities and renting of ship space, so that the engagements arising from 
the agreements contracted in accordance with Article 3 of this treaty can be met* 

Article 6 

Payments for the goods delivered on the basis of the agreements concluded in ac- 
cordance with Article 3 of this treaty, as well as payments for expenses con-v 
nected with the deliveries, will be effected by means of the Czechoslovak National. 
Bank in Prague and the Garantie-u* Kreditbank (Garkrebo) in Berlin, Jaegerstrasse 
49/50. For" this purpose, the above-mentioned banks will open interest-free ac- 
counts with each other in US dollars, and will keep each other informed of pay- 
ments made Int%o these accounts* As soon as such notification is made, the bank 
in question will make a corresponding payment to the firm or organization, with- 
out consideration for the balance in the account* The. payment for .mutual deliveries 
will be made in dollar credits which, the buyer will deposit in favor of thO seller 
in the bank located in the country of the seller* The dates for depositing delw 
lar credits as well as payments made against ^uch_cr edits will laid down in 
the agreements concluded in acpordaifbe with AfSScTe 3. bf^ this treaty* 

Article 7 * 

The Czechoslovak National Bank and the G§rantie- u. Kreditbank will reach an 
understanding concerning the technical execution of the calculation necessary 
for the agreements concluded in accordance with Article 3 of this treaty. 


Article 8 


C ONF XDEMTltj 


Eor the purpose of supervision and control over the carrying out of this treaty, 
the Foreign Trade Ministry of the CSR and the Administration for Foreign Trade 
of the SMA, Germany, will name representatives who will meet as necessib-J^fe^ 
quires, or at the wish of one of the treaty partners, but at least once every 
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Article 9 - - r . ;, 

After expiration of the period of validity of this treaty/ in the event that 
a debit on the part of one of the treaty partners appears in the accounts 
mentioned in Article 6, the indebted party is obliged to clear its indebted- 
ness within three months by means of supplementary deliveries' of goods, fol- 
lowing agreement of the treaty partners to the terms. 

Article 10 

All alterations and supplements to this treaty come into effect only when they 
have been concluded by the representatives of both treaty partners, who have 
been specifically authorized, and when they have been drawn up in writing. 

Article II 

This treaty becomes valid, the day it is signed and will remain valid until 
30 June 1949* 

If the treaty is not extended for a further period of time, its provisions will 
be valid until complete settlement of the mutual obligations which will have 
arisen as a result of the agreements concluded during the validity of the treaty*
